Testimony for the Defense—Interesting 
Evidence of the Pioneer Miners— 
Early Mining Customs. 


Tfce Gold Run case opened at 0:30 A. m. 
yesterday. Hon. Jackson Temple presiding. 
Direct examination of Stephen Beers (to 
Mr. Byrne)—I have worked in the Indiana 
H ill mine during the pest two years. I have 
seen very large bowlders in that mine—those 
that had to be blasted. 
I first began work­ 
ing in the Gold Ran District in 1853. I have 
been engaged in mining there ever since; 
have been engaged in no other occupation. 
Of the material in the bottom of the Indiana 
pit very little, if any, would be carried away 
ia suspension. 
I have played on the bank 
with a heavy pressure for three days, and 
made comparatively no impression on the 
bank. 
It cannot be worked without the use 
of powder. 
Cross examination (by the Attorney-Gen­ 
eral)—After the 
material was blasted it 
washed pretty readily, and muddied the 
water considerably. 
The depth of the origi­ 
nal washings at Indiana Hill, iu my judg­ 
ment, is abont 75 feet. 
I have been from 
Pickering’s Bar to a point below Ford’s Bar. 
I went down some tirce ajo with Mr. Gould, 
Mr. Noyce, Mr. Parrymsn and a couple of 
other gentlemen, for the purpose of seeing if 
I could reoognize any of the old high-water 
marks. 
[W itn. ss enumerated several places 
where he located the old high-water marks 
and estimated the depth of the filling of the 
channel.) From Warner’s bridge up, the 
tailings decrease in depth. 
A t Pickering’s 
Bar 1 think the fill is about fifteen feet deep. 
The average amount of filling in this section 
of tho rivtr, ia my judgment, is aboutthirty- 
five feet in depth. 
This estimating of the 
filling of the river’s channel I think is all 
guess work. 
It would be impossible in my 
opinion for any one to arrive at the exact 
amount of filling without sinking a shaft and 
measuring the depth exactly. 
Fermau Hoxie, sworn : Í reside in Sacra­ 
mento county. 
I went to Mormon Island 
July, 1850; mined there that year and dur­ 
ing 1851. 
I observed a sand bar right onpo- 
site Mormcn Island, where the Natoma Com­ 
pany were cutting a race through this bar. 
It was clear sand where they cut through. It 
was right opposite the town of Mormon 
Island, near the north bank of the South 
Fork of ths American river. 
Below this bar 
the bank was steep and abrupt on the north 
side. 
This bar was from 30 to 40 feet deep. 
The bar was about 2d0 feet wide and perhaps 
300 feet long. 
It sloped off on each end. All 
the water in the river was run through this 
channel so that the Natoma Company could 
mine the river channel. 
Another sand bar 
on the south side of the river was used as a 
burying-grouad in 1850. 
I left Ilormon Is­ 
land in 1872, and went to Yuba county. 
After four or five years’I returned and found 
that the burying-ground had been moved. 
The bodieB had been disinterred and buried 
in another place. 
This sand deposit was 
about 20 feet deep. 
[W itress described some 
other sand bars that were located a short dis­ 
tance below the bridge at Mormon Island, 
where he says that in 1850 the miners would 
strip off from 18 to 20 feet of sand to get at 
about two feet of gravel that lay on the bed- 
rcck. 
This dirt was very rich.] 
Cross-examination (by Mr. Gadwalader)— 
The miners worked out those bars with cra­ 
dles and long toms. 
Joseph Price sworn. 
Direct examination 
(to Mr. Byrne)—I came to Calif’rnia in 1853, 
and have been engaged principally in mining 
ever Bince. 
The first mining I did was ou 
the Yuba river, above Diwnieville, in 1853 
After leaving the Yuba river I cania to the 
American river. 
^ mined at Pilot Hill, El 
Dorado c unty. 
In the summer of 1854 I 
worked on Oregon Bar, on the American 
liver, and the following winter I worked in 
the dry diggings in El Dorado county, and in 
the summer of 1855 I also worked on the 
river, and in the summer of 185U, or a por 
tion i f tho summer of 1856, I worked on the 
American river at various points. 
Next at 
Lost Camp, iu Placer county. 
In 1S63 I 
went to Os.laveras county and mined there in 
quor’z. 
From there I went to Meadow Lake 
aad worked there. 
I have be.n engaged 
mining at different times in Yuho, Nevad», 
Placer, Calaveras and El Dorado counties. 
Tho custom a ¡d practice iu every mining 
locality was to dispose of the material from 
the mice ia the moet convenient and avail­ 
able place. 
These places were found iu ra­ 
vines and canyons. 
There is no other way to 
work these mines. 
This has been tho general 
practice ever tinrc 1 have been acquainted 
with mining. 
Thra has always lieen the 
custom ia the Gold Run District. 
My first 
acquaintance with the GoII Run mine was in 
1873 
A t that time ail the surface of that 
district was washed off down to the blue 
gravel. 
The tunnel of the Gold Run Com­ 
pany was completed in 1875. 
The material 
in the Indiana Hill mine at present is com­ 
posed of. rock, gravel and sand. 
The rocks 
on the bottom are sometimes from twelve to 
fifteen feet long and from six to eight feat 
thick. 
They are mostly slate, and have to 
be blasted and sledged up to a s’z 1 that can 
be washed through the tunnel. 
The depth of 
material will average 120 feet anrl the width 
of the channel about 200 feet. 
I hrvo been 
engaged there in the capacity of blacksmith 
and machinist, and for a 6hort time have 
been foreman. 
I have helped clean up that 
tunnel a great many times. 
There remains 
to be washed out of that n ine about 18,000,- 
COO cubic yards. 
The amnuut remaining to 
he washed is about one quarter of what has 
already been wa-hed. 
I am acquainted with 
the North Fork of the American river. 
Thia stream of water is projected against 
the bank with immense force. 
I have seen 
it split seamy rocks, and at ths same time it 
would have no effect on the gravel deposit. 
Teu times as much surface at that mine can 
be washe 1 with the same head of water. 
The 
BUtface material was light and loose and ths 
grade of tho slnices verv much greater than 
that of the present tunnel. 
The blue gravel 
coutains at least ninety per cant, of alone. 
There is no pine clay in the lower workings. 
I was at McMu-ty Station during the winter 
of 1861 or 1862. 
A slide Btarted from the 
south side and went into the river. 
It was 
from ICO to 200 feet in width. 
1 heard it 
stated that it extended a distance of four 
miles. 
It filled the river to a depth of 120 
teet, and backed the water in the river a dis­ 
tance of more than two miles. 
It restrained 
the flow of the water tor forty-eight hours. 
I 
have s=en snow-siidas on the North Fork. 
The winter of 1875 and 1876 was what we 
would call a 11 rod winter. 
Cross examination (by Mr. Cadwalader)— I 
have seen dams made of timber in the North 
Fork. 
I have uever kuown a dam to be en­ 
tirely washed away. 
Hava known of dams 
breaking, but never knew one to be entirely 
swept away. 
There is but little doposit iu 
the channel of the river between Pickering’s 
Bar and Canyon creek. 
We were occupied 
more than a day and a half in our survey of 
the channel between Pickeriug’s Bar and 
Rice’s bridge. 
I did not see any material 
there that I would call cement. 
The disinte­ 
grated masses of cement deposited in the 
river from Canyon creek, being heavy, would 
sink and become covered with lighter material, 
and I doubt if any of it appears on the surface. 
I was foreman of the Gold Run mine for 
about two months during 1877. 
I have been 
blacksmithing for the mine for the last three 
years. 
The blacksmith shop is located in the 
mine. 
The undercurrent is generally set on 
more grade than the flume ia set on, or wbat 
we term a tail race. Kinder’s undercurrent is 
12 inches to the box; that is 12 inches to 12 
fret. 
He has one undercurrent right at the 
mouth of Canyon creek. 


A fte rn o o n S e ssio n , 
Joseph Price resumed the stand, and in Bn- 
swer’to questions from Mr. Cadwalader testi­ 
fied : From 1855 to 1868 his occupation was ts- 
ried; worked some at blackamithing ; woiked 
on ranches in the mountains som e; drove 
stage som e; in 1868 went to quartz mining at 
Meadow Lake. 
In answer to Mr. Byrne he testified : In 
the Gold Ron mine there is abont 60 feet 
from bed-rock of very hard material. 
There 
ia from 15 to 25 feet of this material like 
Fample No. 1. 
The other is the blue gravel, 
or rather rock, but not as coarse rock as this 
00 feet is below. 
I have estimated the time 
that it would take to wash the material there 
at the rate they have been going. 
It would 
take about 35 years. 
Witness was asked if ha had a mining 
claim, and there waa another below him, if 
he had a right to dump his tailings so as to 
interfere with the claim bdow him? 
Objected to, 
\ 


Mr. Byrne said that he wished to show by 
this wiinpss that every man who took up a 
mining claim in early days took it subject to 
the right of others above him to discharge 
their tailings into the ravine which he was 
working; that it was the custom all over the 
State, and particularly iu this district. 
If a 
man owned a claim ou the river he was bound 
to accept of the tailings that came down from 
above. 
It was not a matter of consent with 
’him. 
It was such a matter of general cus­ 
tom as made law, and always makes law, 
that he could not deny the right of the su­ 
perior proprietor, or the person owning the 
claim above, to deposit his tailings in that 
particular ravine. If it was an inconvenience 
to him, it waa his misfortune. 
This right of 
miners to dump in the nearest ravine never 
was disputed until lately. 
The Court overruled the objection, aud 
connsel for prosecution excepts. 
WitnesB—I would most certainly have a 
right to dump into the ravine and run the 
tailings dowu on him. 
I have dumped tail­ 
ings ou other miners below. 
[Witness here 
described under reeross-examination places 
where one mine dumped on another.] 
John is. Cclgrovo being called, and sworn 
on behalf of the defendant, in response to 
questions by Mr. Byrne, testified : 
Game to 
California in 1S50; did my first mining at 
Coloma, on the c-’ourh Fork, in 1850 ; went 
to Georgetown about a month later ; mined 
on Canyon creek aud the ravine south of 
Georgetown ; 
that 
was 
in 
the 
fall of 
1850; 
that is 
not the same 
Canyon 
creek that empties into the North Fork. 
The OaDyon creek at Georgetown empties 
into the Middle Fork. 
Went to Pilot Hill 
in the winter of 1850-51. 
Iu the spring I 
went to work on 
Spanish 
Bar 
in the 
Middle Fork of the American river. 
In the 
fall [ went to Placerville, but went back to 
Pilot Hill in the winter aud stayed there dur­ 
ing the winter. 
Then went to Salmon Falls, 
on the South Fork. 
Flumed the river there 
in 1S52. 
Then came here and built the old 
Suwaner House ou J street. 
Mined at Iowa 
HiU, and mined there from 18 >5 to 1858. 
Then went to Dutch Flat and remained there 
since. 
There was not much hydraulic mining 
done at Iowa H ill until 1855. 
They com­ 
menced, I think, in 185-1. 
Have mined in 
El Dorado and Placer counties. 
Since 1850 
I have lived about two years outside of a min­ 
ing county. 
I know the customs and rule3 
and regulations which have prevailed as to the 
location and tenure of mines. 
1 have al­ 
ways understood it 
to 
bo the custom 
of miners to make use of any ravine, gulch, 
or river, or anything where they cau dispose 
of their material iu mining. 
1 know it to be 
a universal custom among miners. 
They 
always had a right to dump into the nearest 
ravine or river. 
It has always been a uni­ 
versal custom among miners to dump whore 
they pieaeed. 
There is no othrr practical 
way of operating the hydraulic mines of the 
State except b7 the u*e of water and dump­ 
ing in this way, that I know cf. 
I have had 
an experience of twenty years in mining. My 
knowledge of the Gold Ran district is very 
limited. 
Superintended a claim in that dis­ 
trict for about three months ia 1361-2. 
1 
think that was about the commencement of 
hydraulic mining down there. 
But very 
little had 
been 
done before. 
Probably 
six 
claims were running thee. 
I then 
used 
about 
3Ú0 
inches; 
only 
a small 
hsad. 
It is necessary to use much more hsad 
now, because the bottom gravel is so much 
harder to move than the top gravel was. 
Three ditches came into that district. 
The 
Yuba di’ch carries at Dutch Flat 3.000 
inches. 
Have no i lea of the amount of all 
the ditches. 
The water wa» used for mining 
purposes in the Gold Run District. 
It was 
not pos-ible to wash out the bottom gravel 
bafore the tunn»l wes built, because they had 
no fal1. 
The surface waa high enough bo that 
it would run rfif. 
There is a great difference 
between the upper and lower deposit, 
lh e 
deposit 
is 
much heavier in the bottom. 
The channel at Gold Run is a dear, regularly 
defined old river bed, filled with sand. 
The 
Gold Ruu channel is different from that at 
Dutch Flat. 
Crosa-ixamined (by Mr. Hart)—The miners 
have always dumped their tailings wherever 
they pleased, in any ravine, gu’.ch or canyon. 
A greater portion of the bottom strata at 
Dntch Fiat is heavy rock. 
It is blue gravel 
and very heavy. 
They have mined that 
heavy material at Dutch Fiat since 1833. Iu 
the Polar Star mine the ri cks run from the 
size of a hen’s egg up to the size of this room.

Charles H. Carr, called and sw -rn for de­ 
fendant, testified as follows : Reside between 
Dutch F.’at aud Gold Kur, at is place called 
Squire’s canyon ; b“PU there since 1873- I. 
Have lived in Gold Run. 
My present resi­ 
dence ¡3 abont a mile and a half from Golu 
Run. 
There was on Indiana Hill district in 
1851. 
I know all the claims that hive been 
at Gold Run since 1865. 
Mr. Byrne wished to show by this witness 
that for thirty years ths miners had been en­ 
joying this property, with the right to dump 
as they do. 
Objected to by Mr. Cadwalader. 
He ar­ 
gued that there w»s no statute of limitations 
in regard to a public nuisance. 
Witness—I knew there were mines running 
at Gold Run in l c5l. 
I have lived at Geld 
Run for a number of yeais. 
The surface of 
those mines was all exhausted about 1873 or 
1374. 
I worked in the Church claim from 
1865 to 1873. 
That claim now belongs to the 
Gold Ruu Ditch and Mining Company. 
I 
owned an interest in the Cnurch claim in 
1866. 
A t that time those mines were ex­ 
tensively worked. 
About thirty claims were 
being worked there at that time. 
Oa our 
claim we used 300 inches of water. 
The 
ditches 
had 
a 
capacity of about 8,000 
inchrs, 
and 
it 
was 
all 
used iu 
this 
Gold Run district. Some of the mices were 
worked nights. 
We did not work the Church 
mine nights, for the reason the banks were so 
high that night mining was considered dan­ 
gerous. 
The grade < f the boxes was from 
nine to twelve inches, aud some of them had 
a grade of fourteen inches. 
All the materia! 
from these mines was washed into the North 
Fork. 
We washed four times ss much iu 
that claim with an inch of water than can be 
washed from the present Indiana Hill mine. 
I have been in the Gold Run mine, aud found 
they had no dirt and could not got it. 
In my 
mins there was an abundance oi dirt, and 
that was of » quality easily washed. 
I have 
been to the Gold Ran mine when they were 
working, and nbservrd the water coming from 
the tunnel clear. 
When they are washing 
material like thii sample (Gould No. 1) it 
does not muddy the water at all. 
I have 
crossed the river at Ford’s Bar once or twice. 
I also have bean, some years ago, across the 
river 
at the 
mouth of 
Canyon 
creek. 
The river looks very much different now 
at Ford’s Bar from what it did in 1856. 
Atoll-house stood on the banks of the river 
on the road leading to Iowa Hill. This house 
stood 75 feet above the surface of the water. 
This was in 1856. Also there was a large hole 
just above the bridge that was at least 15 
feet deep. 
Now I find that the hole is filled 
up and tho debris in the river is above the 
foundation of the house that I spoki of. 
I 
have always mined in Placer county in the 
Gold Run and Dutch Fiat districts. 
Last 
year but two mires were running in the Gold 
Run district—the Gold Run and Excelsior 
mines. 
Mr. H. L. Noyes is the Superintend­ 
ent of the Excelsior mine. 
Cross-examination (by Attorney Genera! 
Hart)—Miners have always been accustomed 
to dump their tailings wherever it was most 
convenient. 
I saw the river at Ford’s Bar in 
1855. 
Eat dinner at that point. 
I crossed 
the river on my way to Iowa Hill again in 
1856. 
The water at that time was very clear. 
The larae pond above tfce bridge I judge was 
15 feet deep. 
I w»3 a boy, 17 years of age, 
and I went into this pond and took a swim. 
Court adjourned to 9:30 A. M.

The Trial or Unltenu. 
W a shington, 
December 21st.—In 
the 
Guiteau trial to-day, Dr. Hamilton, of New 
York, to k the stand. 
Sí oville desired to have the other experts 
excluded during the testimony, but the Court 
ruled against him. 
% 
During the argument Davidge was inter­ 
rupted by Guiteau, who said : 
“ I will cut 
this short, Judge, by saying that I am per­ 
fectly willing to have them here. 
I want 
them to learn all they can. 
I hare so mnch 
confidence in their honor 
and 
integrity 
that ”— 
Davidge—That’s 
precisely 
what I am 
coming to. 
Guiteau—You are on the tight 
track, 
Judge, 
l ’il take you on my side. 
You are 
engaged for my side of this case. 
The witness waa questioned at great length 
relative to the operations of the mind, the 
significance of dreams and unconscious ex­ 
pressions as indicative of mental processes. 
The counsel for the prosecution protested 
against the apparently objective direction of 
the inquiries. 
Scoville (smiling)—Well, gentlemen, I Did 
you that I did not know much about this sub­ 
ject. 
Guiteau—Then you had better get off the 
case if you don’t know anything about it. I 
thick Reed and I can do better than you, 
judging by ths. way you are laboring. 
Looking over notes which Sooville held in 
his hand, Guiteau continued—You’ve got a 
lot of stuff there. 
It’s not in your hand­ 
writing. 
I guess it must have been con­ 
tributed by same crank. 
Guiteau appeared dissatisfied with the re­ 
sult of the examination, aud finally said to 
Scoville : 
“ Oh, tear the stuff up, Scoville ; 
send this man down, and call Clark Mills. 
He’s a gord deal better man for you than this 
one. 
He took a cast of my head the other 
day, thinning that some people would be in­ 
terested to see it. 
He took a bust of Andrew 
Jackson, and he thinks mine greater than 
Jackson’s was. 
He f-.und one aide of my 
head badly deficient though.” 
The prisoner then branched off to the “ rn- 
spiration theory,” and rattled on for sime 
time, his oft-repeated harangue on the subject 
of “ irresistible pressure ” 
Davidge asked the witness if people ad­ 
judged medically insane were not capable of 
judging between right and wrong? 
Guiteau, quickly lo-.king up from his wrii- 
iDg, SRid : 
“ What hearing has that when a 
person is controlled by an irreeislibla impulse ? 
That is all there is in this case,” (striking the 
table violently) “ and all this talk don’t 
amount to anything.” 
Toe witness replied : 
“ There are a great 
m»Dy persons insane msdically, who appre­ 
ciate tha difference between right and wrong. 
In nearly all asylums a system of rewards 
and punishments is in vogue, dealing with 
the insane, showiug that this fact is recog­ 
nized in ths treatment of insane persons.” 
“ I want to say right here,” said Guiteau, 
“ that Colonel Corkhill has made a very good 
outward estimate of facts, but he hasn’t 
touched at all upon what was going on in my 
mind at that time. 
That’s matter for the 
jury, the Court, the Deity aad me to decide 
—we four.” 
Colonel Corkhill then read another hypo­ 
thetical question, setting forth in its moet un­ 
enviable light the career of Guiteau. 
The 
prisoner winced under the record, hut con­ 
fined himself to a Bort of growl, “ That’s 
false,” or “ That’s absolutely false.” 
On concluding the reading. Corkill then in­ 
quired of the witness ‘ Do you consider 
that the prisoner was sane or insane on the 
2d day of Jnly ?” 
Answer—“ In my opinion he was sane.” 
On the whole, this witness’ testimony bore 
against the theory of iasanity, and was fairly 
well sustained. 
Dr. Worcester, of Massachusetts, who re­ 
fused when upon the stand for the defense to 
answer the hypothetical quc stion proposed by 
Scoville, testified that in nis opinion the pris­ 
oner was a sane man. 
Guiteau (sharply)—How much do you ex­ 
pect to get for that opinion, sir? I suppose 
that will he worth S-500 to you 
That is the 
way Corkhili is running, but I don’t tfciuk it 
will be worth a enap with the jury—not a 
snap, sir. 
Corkhill then read a by pothetierl question 
which covereil material Lets in the prisoner’s 
history from boyhood down to his act on tfce 
2! of July, and inquired, “ Assuming all 
tiiete facts to be true, in your opinion, was 
the prisoner sane cr insane when be killed the 
President?" 
Answer—I believe him to have been .«ano. 
Guiteau (soecringly)—'Yes, sir, ar.d you ex­ 
pect to get §500 fur your opinion. 
All through tho reading of the hypothetical 
question Guiteau continually shouted, “That’s 
false, absolutely false.” At one time he said, 
That’s false. 
Get facta for your hypothesis, 
or v, hatever you call it. 
Judge Porter must 
have got that stuff up for you, Corkhill, You 
ctrtainly have not got brains enough,” 


AFTEBNOON SESSION. 


After recess Dr. Worcester again took the 
stand, when Guiteau insisted upon being 
heard, and with some impetuosity said : “ I 
want it distinctly understood that on the 3d 
’ i July I gave Colonel Corkhill and his re­ 
porter, in a two hour’s interview, my views 
on this whole ruVject—the inspiration, the 
political situation and all causes that impelled 
me on the President—an 1 this man Corkhill 
destroyed his notes so that I could not use 
them upon this trir.l. 
It is a bnruing sham3 
for hiur to come in here now and say I never 
said anything about inspiration until three 
weeks after the shouting.” 
Dr. Worcester then turned to Judge Cox 
and said : “ If the Court please, I understand 
I appear here .as au expert, summoned by the 
Government to testify just as I believe, im­ 
partially, in tliis case.” 
Uolor.el Corkhill undertook to explain that 
the witness bad remained ia the city wholly 
against his will, when be wa9 interrupted by 
Scoville, who, with evident anger, protested 
against the action of course! for the prosecu­ 
tion in attempting to fortify this witness with 
the jury ia advance of fcis evidence. 
A sharp colloquy ensued between counsel, 
interrupted by Guiteau, who shou;ed, " Oh ! 
let him alone ; he’s not worth noticing. 
H e’s 
working for his 8300. 
That's all.” 
Resuming the cross-exar-.ination, Scoville 
asked, “ When and where did you get your 
title of Doctor?’’ 
Answer—I got my title of Doctor from 
the Howard University iu 1868. 
I tegan my 
course of study in 1863. 
W i’ness was then questioned at great 
length in regard to bis medical practice, the 
books he had read, the piatients he had 
treated, ac.d the opportunities he hsd enjoyed 
for investigating the subject of insanity. 
He was asked how he came to tho opinion 
in Salem that the prisoner was insane, and 
why he had written counsel (Scoville) that 
such was his belief, and replied: 
“ From 
statements I had seen that he was actuated 
when he shot tfce President by an insane de­ 
lusion, and that the uncontrollable impulse 
under which he acted was an outgrowth of 
that insane delusion. 
I wrote thinking I 
might be of service to an insane man.” 
Witness had changed bis opinion as to the 
insanity of tho prisoner, because he no longer 
believed to be true the statement upon which 
he had based his opinion before goÍDg to 
Washington. 
Guiteau (impatiently)—Don’t you under­ 
stand, Scoville, that $560 lias modified his 
views? What’s the u-e oi wasting time on 
him ? 
Let him go. 
Scoville was about to resume the examina­ 
tion when Gniteau struck the table violently 
and called out, “ Make the matter short. 
It 
is simply a matter of tact for the jury to de­ 
termine whether my free agency waa de­ 
stroyed or not. 
I claim it was not, and I 
won’t have you compromise my life as you 
are doing by your etnoid, bluaderbms way of 
examining witnesses.’ 
As the examination proceeded Guiteau 
frequently interrupted, and roundly abused 
Sc-iville for his incomptency, and charged 
him with compromising bis case. 
BiTurniBg toward the Judge, Guiteau added, 
deprecatiogly, “ Scoville is a perfect idiot in 
this matter, and between him and Corkhill I 
have a pretty bard time. 
[General laughter.] 
I am a good-natured man ['anghing], but 1 
can’t Itand abuse ; and when I’m abused I 
want to talk right back.” 
Mr. Scoville, who had borne everything 
heretofore with apparent equanimity, f-eemed 
to feel very keenly this last evidence of heart­ 
less ingratitude. 
His voice trembled, and 
for a minute be was unable to go on. 
Even 
the prisoner realized the injustice of his con­ 
duct, and hastened to apologize, saying: 
“ Yon are doing very well, Scoville, to the 
best of your ability." 
Several 
times 
afterward», during the 
examination 
of 
Dr. 
Worcester, Gui- 
teau 
denounced 
Scoville, at 
one lime 
in evident anger and again with a sarcastic 
smile. 
“ W hy, your Honor,” he shouted, 
“ If I was indicted for manslaaghter, I 


would be bung fur murder, if Scoville ehoild 
defend me.” 
Mr?. Scoville reached over to speak to 
Guiteau, when he snarled at her, “ You keep 
your mouth shut. 
YouVe as big a fool as 
your husband. 
You’re a crank on this busi­ 
ness. 
If you had all stayed in Chicago it 
would have been far better for my core. 
These relations are a nuisance. 
I would be 
better off if I didn’t have any. 
I would have 
plenty of friends if this pack of relatives were 
out of the way." 
Mrs. Scoville whispered some expostulatory 
reply, wben he turned again angrily ard 
shouted, “ You have been an unmitigated 
nuisance in this case all the way through.” 
Then changing quickly from anger to mirth, 
be added, with a laugh, “ You’re a queer lot, 
you Scovilles.”

sire to assure our competitors that they 
have no reason to feel depressed because 
they have not all been as fortunate as Mr. 
W illiam S. Green, of Colusa, to whose 
story, entitled “ Mea Culpa,” we have 
awarded the prize of Fifty Dollars. 
Mr. 
Green’s tale is of the vicissitudes of Cali­ 
fornia life, and we do not doubt that the 
readers of the R e c o r d - U n io n will enjoy 
it. 
It will appear in our issue of Satur­

THE lo s s OF THE JEANNETTE. 


The news of the loss of the Arctic explor­ 
ing steamer Jeannette is largely compen­ 
sated by the intelligence that at least 
two-thirds of the crew and officers hive 
been rescued. 
The announcement of the 
survival of Lieutenant De Long, however, 
must not be regirded as indicating posi­ 
tively that even the portion of the crew 
which has reached land is now free from 


all danger. 
It must be realized that these 
men have undergone the most terrible 
hardships since leaving the ship, and in 
the statem ent that De Long and his com­ 
panions were all suffering from frcst-bitten 
limbs there is grave reason for apprehen­ 
sion that some of them may yet eink under 
their sufferings. 
The experience of the 
crew of the Jeannette after abandoning 
the vessel must have been frightful, and 
whatever provisions and other eupplies 
they may have been enabled to take with 
them were doubtless consumed loDg before 
the termination of their three months’ 
struggle with the inclement Arctic weather. 
The Jeannette was crushed in the ice last 
June, either on the 12th or the 23d (for 
both dates are given in the dispatches). 
This date indicates that the vessel was 
destroyed when the ice broke up after the 
winter, and the presumption therefore is 
that she 
never 
succeeded 
in 
getting 
away from her winter quarters. 
It is 
stated by old whalers that the ice on this 
side of the polar regions is much thicker 
aud more dangerous than on the other, 
and Captain Hooper, of the Corwin, told 
the Pacific Coast Geographical Society re­ 
cently that if he was ordered to take his Bhip 
in where the Jeannette went, he should 
never expect to bring her out again. 
In­ 
deed it appears that Lieutenant Da Long 
himself fully expected to have to abandon 
hi3 ship and come out with boats or sledges. 
Had the vessel been crushed before the 
breaking up of the ice, or at the beginning 
of winter, it is probable that the crew 
would have had much less difficulty in 
making land, for they could then have 
used sledges nearly or quite the entire dis­ 
tance. 
The loss of the ship at the begin­ 
ning of the short open season, however, 
compelled them to rely upon the boats, 
and with them they must have had to make 
their way through broken ice and water so 
mixed together as to render progress ex­ 
ceedingly slow. 
Boat journeys in the Arctic are also very 
much more dangerous than sledge journeys, 
because the men become cramped and stiff, 
aud are exposed to the action of the 
cold almost without a chance to save 
themselves from frost-bite by exercise. 
This is no doubt the reason why Lieutenant 
Da Long’s men are suffering from the cause 
referred to. 
It is also probable that they 
lost their instruments, or were obliged to 
leave the ship so hurriedly that they could 
not take them. 
W e do not know how else 
to account for the fact that they were 
three months making five hundred miles, 
even allowing for great difficulties in get­ 
ting through the ice. 
Apparently they 
coaid not have been able to use sledges at 
all, or they left them and the dogs on the 
vessel. 
They could hardly have taken the 
dogs in the boats with them, though if the 
latter were large they would not have been 
overcrowded with twelve men in each. 
When the safety of the explorers has been 
fully ascertained there w ill be great curi­ 
osity concerning the movements of the 
Jeannette since her departure, and up to 
the time of her loss. 
It is curious that the 
place where she appears to have been 
crushed is comparatively speaking but a 
short distance from Franz Joseff Land, 
where she was last heard from. 
Nearly 
two years have elapsed since then, how­ 
ever, and as one of them was an unusually 
mild one for the Arctic, it must be pre­ 
sumed that she did considerable work that 
summer. 
It must be confessed, neverthe­ 
less, that the possibility of her having been 
imprisoned nearly the whole time, 8ugge3ts 
itself, for if she had been free it seems very 
unlikely that she would have returned 
upon her own track in the manner ind:- 
cated. 
A t present there is nothing to indicate 
that she has added to ihe previous knowl­ 
edge cf the polar regions. 
In the absence 
of information it looks &3 though she had 
failed to get as far north as Professor 
Nardenskjold, though of course this may 
be a mistaken conclusion, based npon the 
fact that the Jeannette's last winter quar­ 
ters were further south than was anticipa­ 
ted. 
If she was fixed in the pack ice, and 
was carried by the current which sets to 
the northwestward, it remains to be ex­ 
plained why she did not drift further. 
All 
these interesting questions, however, must 
be put aside until some account of her 
actual route reaches us. 
A t least we may 
be certain that the brave and skillful com­ 
mander of the Jeannette neglected no op­ 
portunity to push his explorations, and that 
if he has failed it is became success was 
impossible under the circumstances. 
But 
there is another consideration which can 
be discussed without waiting for more 
news, and that is the difficulty, perhaps 
we should say the impossibility, of build­ 
ing any vessel capable of resisting the 
enormous pressure of the ice in the polar 
r. gion3. 
The Jeannette was the strongest 
and 
best 
prepared 
vessel 
that 
ever 
entered 
those 
waters. 
Her 
build 
was 
so 
sharp 
and 
wedge like 
that 
it wa3 believed she could never be crushed, 
but that the heaviest pressure could only 
force her on top of the ice. 
She was so 
braced inside as to present a resistance to 
pressure almost equal to that of a solid 
mass, and it was confidently expected by 
experienced whalers that she could afford 
to despise 
ordinary dangers. 
But the 
Arctic ice is of a caliber to take the con 
ceit cut of the most skillful naval archi • 
tect, and it must be concluded that when 
the Jeannette’s time came she was crushed 
like 
an 
egg-shell notwithstanding her 
heavy timbers and her stone and iron 
braces and pillars and beams. 
And we 
fear that it will also have to be realized 
that her expedition has been a failure. 
If 
it had not been we do not think Lieutenant 
De Long would have wintered where he 
did. 
Perhaps, however, 
the disceveries 
made by him, added to those of the 
Rodgers, may result in at least so mnch 
good as consists in a practical determination 
of the impossibility of reaching the pole 
from this side.

The report of the Commissioner of Agri­ 
culture on the South Carolina tea farm 
experiment is discouraging, but apparently 
not more so than should have been ex 
pected. 
Those who had the matter in 
charge seem to have taken pains to pick 
out the most unlikely spot for cultivation 
they conld find. 
They selected a piece of 
forest land with a thin and Bandy soil, in 
a situation exposed to frosts, and then 
they were surprised that they could not 
grow tea at once to compete with that of 
China and Japan. The only wonder is that 
they got any plants at all, bnt if the 
Government really wishes to ascertain 
whether tea can be grown in any part of 
the South it will have to pay more atten­ 
tion to the preliminary conditions of culti­ 
vation. 
Thus far the experiment has not 
been fairly tried.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


B o a rd o f S u p e rv iso rs —The Board met 
yesterday pursuant to adjournment; all the 
members present. The ordinance to permit 
John T. Caldwell and his assigns to clear, 
etc., the American river between FolBom and 
Brighton, came np and was not passed. D. 
J. Simmons appeared before the Board to in­ 
quire if the Board would let the upper floor 
of the Pavilion, to be Used as a place of 
amusement, the same to be delivered up each 
year to the Agricultural Siciety two weeks 
before each annual State Fair, Toe matter 
was referred to -the Committee on Public 
Buildings, consisting of Supervisors Christy, 
Wilson and Dreman, to which committee 
Supervisors Butler and Blair are added. Su­ 
pervisor Blair was appointed as Chairman of 
the Finance Committee. J. H. Sturgis was 
elected a Justice of the Peace, vice Benson, 
who has left the State. The application of 
Mary Brown for assistance was referred to 
Supervisor Butler, with power to act The 
application of Margaret Harrington for dam­ 
ages occasioned by the drainage canal ditch 
running across her land, was denied. Claims 
of S. W. Butler for $3; P. Sangerole, $5 ; A. 
Henley, 3216 84. and \V. Fearn, $41 25, were 
allowed. The Board then adjourned to meet 
to day at 10 o’clock A. H, 
D eb ris T r ia l Ite m s.—It is now supposed 
that the debris trial will be adjourned from 
Friday of this week to Tuesday, January 3d. 
The amount of cash already disbursed by 
Sacramento county in the Gold R un case ex­ 
ceeds 31,800. Unaudited claims in the Bame 
relation exceeding $1,500 already exist Msuiy 
of the items of expense already incurred are 
continuous. The expense paid and liabilities 
incurred to this date aggregate about $3.500, 
exclusive of attorneys’ fees. On this latter 
account one warrant in the sum of $3,000 has 
already been issued, and another of $3,000 
will be due at the end of this month, so that 
hv January 1st the total will have reached 
80,500, with at least $12,000 further liabili­ 
ties still in sight on account of this one case. 
In the report of the vote allowing $500 to re­ 
porters Supervisor Blair was erroneously re­ 
ported as voting in the negative.

TEACHERS’ INSTITUTE. 
The County Teachers’ Institute met yet- 
terday at the Capital Grammar school, at 
Q and Ninth streets, County Superin­ 
tendent C. E. Bishop in the chair. The Rev. 
T. H. B. Anderson offered a prayer and the 
Institute was declared ready for business. 
The Chairman announced that the first order 
of business was the election of Vice-Presi­ 
dents. 
Joseph \V. Johnson and J. E. 
Blanchard were unanimously chosen to that 
position and \V. L. Willis was elected 
Secretary. 
The Chairman then announced the follow­ 
ing committees: 
Resolutions—Mrs. Emily Ives, Messrs. E. 
P. Rowell «nd W. J. Hyde, and Misses A. 
Martin and E Tuttle. 
I utrc daction — Miss Harriet C. McCor­ 
mack, Mrs. C. E. Gage, Mr?. ¡3.

J. W. JohDsou. 
On Music—Misses H. C. McCormack, 
Mattie Powers, L. Griffin, M. H. Calkins, 
Ella Jones, Annie McCleery, Addie Hughes, 
Lucy O lirifu and Irene IiichardsoD. 
On Questions—Messrs. VV. L. Willis, R. 
McCourt, Mrs. Nellie Post and Miss C. 
Montgomery. 
The County Superintendent, C. E. Bishop, 
delivered his annual address. He spoke of 
"physical education” the essential part of 
education, yet almost universally neglected 
by teachers, who seem to have the idea that 
pupils in their ordinary plays, at recess hours, 
obtain a sufficient physical development. He 
proceeded to point out the fact that permit­ 
ting pupils to loll about on their desks was a 
great violation of the most ordinary rules of 
health. Ho also mentioned the need of calis- 
thenic exercises among the duties of the 
fchooi-room. Another crying evil was the 
fact that so many teachers allowed their 
pupils to asRume stooping and other un­ 
healthy positions during the greater part of 
school hours, and impressed upon them the 
great necessity of a supply of pure air. He 
spoke of the need of healthy action of the 
perspiratory elands and the necessity of care 
in the promotion of their action. Then pass­ 
ing to the growing evil of ths use of tobacco 
in its various forms upon the rising genera­ 
tion, he r pointed to the decay of nations 
in the past fruin its abuse. Ha also touched 
upon the evils of tight-lacing, not ap­ 
plied to the assembly present, but to 
those who might come under their care, 
and tbe duties devolving upon teachers in 
striving to avert the effects of these evils. 
These understanding their profession prop­ 
erly would feel the obligation upon them and 
pay attention to these points. It would not 
do to plead want of time any more than such 
excuse should avail for not pulling a child 
from the fire who had fallen into it. The 
future of the coming generation depend sd 
upon their care, and the attention on inat­ 
tention in this matter marked the teacher’s 
qualities. He then pictured in a very graphic 
manner the school room of the teacher whose 
care for the pupils’ welfare had won their 
hearts, always secured their prompt and 
cheerful obedience end aroused an interest 
that bore good fruits. 
An intermission of ten minutes was then 
taken. 
Tbe Chairman again called the Institute to 
order, and the roll was called, 92 teachers 
being present. 
State Superintendent Campbell then mado 
a few brief remarks. 
Miss Lizzie Griffin favored the Institute 
with an instrumental selection on the piano. 
A recess to 1:30 p. u. was then takeD, at 
which time the Institute was again called to 
order. 
The afternoon session of the Institute was 
spent in discussions upon various topics by 
the teachers, and in the evening, at the Sixth- 
etreet Metbcdlst Church, State Superintend­ 
ent Campbell delivered a very interesting 
address upon the chief hindrances to a satis­ 
factory aud successful system of education.

L e a se o f th e T h e a te r .— D. J. Simmons 
received a dispatch last evening from San 
Francisco, from Albert Gallatin, the new 
owner of the Metropolitan Theater, awarding 
tiim a lease of the theater for the term of four 
years from the lit of January, 1882. It is 
known that a number of managers competed 
for thÍ3 lea?e, but Mr. Simmons, it appears, 
has eecureJ the award over them, and he now 
declares that he intends to devote his time to 
the management and subleasing of the thea­ 
ter to theatrical troupes and in securing good 
companies for Sacramento as if ten as is pos­ 
sible. It is stated also that the promised im­ 
provements in the building will be entered 
uuon about the 1st of June, 1882, and the re­ 
fitting of the house will take three months. It 
was deemed probable for some time thata well 
known and very prominent Eastern manager 
would secure the lease of the theater, and 
many hold that had he done eo it would have 
been a misfortune, as only his own companies 
or those paying tribute to him would be able 
to occupy tho hou :e. and that as a result it 
would be closed for long periods, but that 
under a local manager who ha? no trou: er to 
foster and no other hou?a to aid, the theater 
will he open to all legitimate comers. Mr. 
Simmons takes this view of it, and thinks it 
far better for the city that no one managing 
troupes from the East and running 
a Etrong opposition to other managers 
will havo charge of the theater. Mr. 
Simmons has row been so long in the theat­ 
rical business, and has had such experience 
ia catering to the public, that he has become 
well acquainted with the popular demand and 
t»6te, aud it may ba assumed that he will, 
profiting by the past, conduct the theater 
with financical success to himself and satis­ 
faction to the public. He has every reason 
to do so. His interests are all here, and as 
he has embarked all in this venture, there 
can scarcely be a doubt but that be will so 
manage the theater as to win public confi­ 
dence and awaken new interest iu this com­ 
munity in dramatic affairs.

known, that I, Charles A. Wetmore, Chief Ex­ 
ecutive V iticultural and Health OlHeer of the Beard 
of State V iticultural Commissioners, being duly 
authorized and instructed by sail Beard, do declare 
th e following quarantine rules and regulations for 
the protection of the viticultural industries of this 
State, and due notice is hereby given, as provided 
by law, thirty days of publication in two daily news­ 
papers of general circulation, not of the same city or 
county, in this State. All partiea concerned therein 
are required to conform thereto, subject to penalties 
provided for by law, for any infraction or evasion of 
said rules and regulutions: 


QL AKA.V 2 IS E E I LEs AXD REGULATIONS. 


Rule L All cuttings < f grapevines made in this 
S t.te for sale, gift or distribution outside the vine­ 
yard, or vineyards, where tiie samo were grown, and 
intended for new plantations, shall he made solely 
of the wood of the preceding year’s grow th; all 
older wocd to be carefully and thoroughly removed 
before L ai ing tlft) vineyard where ma le, and to be 
immediately destioyed by fire, if removed from such 
cuttings wherever seized byanv duly authorized in­ 
spector for any evasion or infraction of this rule. 
The raas n of this rule is th at the winter egg of the 
phylloxera vastatrix is according to the best au­ 
thorities, found only on the old wood. 
Rule 2. All cuttings of grapevines, and rooted 
grapevines, imported from any region or country 
outside this State, intended for sale, gift or distribu­ 
tion for plantation in this State, shall be disinfected 
at the place of first consignment w ithin this State 
before being further distributed or planted, the 
method of disinfection to be at tne option of the 
owner or agent in charge of the said cuttings or 
vines, according to any oue of the following methods, 
viz.: 
First—Dissolve sulpho carbonate of potash m cold 
w ater; pra-portions, 10 pounds of sulpho carbonate, 
to 100 gallons of w ater; immerse cuttings and rooted 
vines fifteen minutes. 
Second—Dissolve Little’s soluble pbenyle by pour­ 
ing upon it cold water iu the proportion j f 50 gal­ 
lons of water to one gallon of the phenyle; immerse 
cuttings and rooted vines ten minutes. 
Third—Take two parts heavy oil of coal tar, two 
parts w ater and one part carbon.ate of potash, or 
carbonate of soda; put in a covered vessel and heat 
gently to hciling point tor one h o u r; replace water 
lost by evaporation ; pour into suitable vessels and 
agitate violently; dilute with 50 ports of cold wa­ 
ter ; immerse cuttings and rooted vines 10 m inutes. 
Fourth—Dissolve carbolic acid c n sta ls in water, 
in proportion of one pound of acid to 20 gallons of 
w ater; immerse cuttings and rooted vines teu m in­ 
utes. 
Fifth—Dissolve sulphide of potash in the propor­ 
tion of one pound to 20 gallons of w ater; immerse 
cuttings and rooted vines twenty minutes. 
Sixth—Dilute one part of “ liver of lime ” in 20 
parts of water ; immerse cuttings and rooted vines 
ten minutes. 
[N. B.—To make “ liv* r of lime” take 
one pound quicklime, one pound sulphur, one gal­ 
lon water ; mix ; boil over quick fire to one-half of 
volume ; agitate before u sin g ; dilute with 20 parts 
of water to one part of “ liver of lime ”] 
Any other efficacious method may be used, pro­ 
vided due notice is given to this office and the same 
be approved. 
INSPECTORS. 


For ihe convenience and protection of all inter­ 
ested parties throughout tbe State there will be 
appointed local resid< nt inspectors, as provided for 
by law, for each section or region where vine-grow- 
ers desire the same, and upon the application of any 
three such neighboring growers, or parties intend­ 
ing during the coming season to plant vines, such 
application to be addressed to this office, and to be ac­ 
companied, whenever practicable, w ith nominations 
of suitable persons for the office of Inspt ctor. 
The 
other Inspectors required by law w ill be appointed 
by this office. 


RECOMMENDATIONS FO R TIIF. FU RTH ER 
PROTECTION OF VINEYARDS. 


All persons planting new vineya ds within the 
State are advised and strongly urged to consider all 
roots and cuttings suspected, regardless of origin, 
and to thoroughly disinfect them , thereby accom­ 
plishing the destruction of all possible germs of in­ 
sect pests upon them , as well as also those of fun­ 
goid disease, which are becoming daugtrous in all 
part3 of the country. 


CERTIFICA TES. 


For the further convenience of vine-grower?, cer­ 
tificates sha»l oe issued by any Inspector residing 
near the vineyard of the applicant, or Ihe person in 
charge of cuttings or rooted vires, setting forth 
th at the provisions of Rule 2 have been complied 
with, and shall be entitled to charge in each case 
not exceeding 50 cents for such certificates made out 
in duplica o, one certificate being sufficient to cover 
any quantity of cuttings or rooted vines iu the pos­ 
session of the applicant that may be satisfactorily 
shown to the said Inspect r tí» have been disinfected. 
Certificates of disinfection sh*dl likewise be given 
any applicant who desires the same, and who shall 
satisfactorily show to the Insj»ector th at cuttings and 
rooted vines, other than such as are required to he 
disinfected by Rule 2, have been properly disin­ 
fected in accordance with the recommendations of 
this office. 


INFECTED W R A rriN G S , ETC. 


Rule 3. All packages and the packing materials 
coming into the State with im ported cuttings and 
vim s (referred to in Rule 2) shall be disinfected, at 
the time of disinfecting the contents thereof, by im ­ 
mersing in or washing with any of the solutions 
namedi n Rule 2, provided th at the strength of the 
same, in case of mere washing. 6hull bo increased by 
the reduction of the w ater in the same to one-fourth 
the relative, proportions named ; if not disinfected, 
such packages and packing materials shall be de­ 
stroyed by fire. 
PENALTIES. 


All infractions or evasions of these rules will be 
punishable according to law.
